INTERWATIONAL VACHTING. 


Now that we are on the eve of | 


another iaternational yacht race, a 
word on the peor os may es un- 
acceptable, especially as £0 mis- 
eonception and misreprescntation 
ists. 

vis 1851, the year of the great 6x- 
hibition in London, the yacht America 
paid a visit to England. Her owners 
wore not members of English yacht 
clubs, but they wished to enter for 
regattas and races open only to such 
members and contd not understand 
why their applications would be de- 
4iined, Fnglish sportsmen are ac- 
customed to work by a atrict rule, 
and could not gee their way to up- 
setting their time honored arrange- 
meuts fur the sake of people of whom 
they knew nothing. 

Private matches are not the custom, 
in fact unknown fn the Bnglish yacht- 
ing world. The Royal Yacht Squad- 
ron, desirous of giving the America a 
race, offered a clip to be competed for 
by boats of all nationalities with time 
alowances for tonnage, etc. This the 
Amerieans utterly refused, as the Am- 
erica was a large yacht, and to give 
time allowance would have been to 
give away one of her great advan- 
tages. They expressed themselves 
very much aggrieved at the grudging, 
unsportsmaniike, unaccommodating 
spirit of the Englishmen, and it look- 
ed as if they would have to go home 
without a race, when the Royal Yacht 
Squadron at last gave way. 

They offered a cup, as before, but 
without time allowance, The race was 
sailed around the Isle of Wight, the 


best of the English big vachts ran {i147 of the Irish emigrant to 


aground in a fog, the smaller yachts 
had no chance on equt! terms and the 
Amertcs won easily. There is not the 
smallest reason however to donbt that 
the vest boat won. The America was 
a magnificent racer, and English 
yacht building and designing was at 
a very low ebb at that time. Yan- 
kecdom assumed the title of cham- 
pions of the yachting world from that 
time. forgetting that George Steers, 
the designer of the America, was an 
Kiugichmer Of this there is no pos- 
sible doubt whaiever. 

The owners of the America vresent- 
ed the cup by deed of gift to the New 
York Yacht Club as a challenge 
trophy open to the whole world, ete. 
for ever. After several 
Asnbury tock up the challenge and 
competed for it two or thren times, 
but although he was alwsys beaten, 
the Amoerieans considered it too ex- 


pensive to keep and handed the ecun | 


back to the winning donor, who 


then deeded it to the club again mak- ° 


ing the conditions more difficult to the 
challenger. It was shortly after re- 
turned, end a third deed of gift drawn 
un making the conditions still more 
stringent. The condition that a com- 
peting yacht must sai! from her own 
country to the “race track” on her 
own bottom ought 
where it now Is, Lord Dunraven

challenged again. The club assured 
him that they would do everything 
they possibly could to give him a 
fair course if he would’ challenge, 
which he did, but when he was over, 
he found the arrangements were the 
same as before. When remonstrated 
with about this they said they had 
done all they could, but unfortunate- 
ly they eould do no more. They had 
no jurisdiction over the steamers who 
had as much right to be on the couree 
as the yachts bad. When asked if 
thoy would chanee the course to 
somewhere where the steamers conid 
not interfere, they replied that thev 
would not. Two races were sailed, 
and finding that the interfere--- wan 
as bad as ever, Lord Dunraven went 
to the start to make a legal race for 
the Defender, then hauled down his 
sails and signalled for his tug. There 
was some unpleasantness about an al- 
leged alteration in the Defender’s load 
line after measurement and the Ar. 
ericans knowing that Lord Dunraven’s 
resignation was on the way, passed a 
resolution expelling him from their 
club. It was rather curious that 
America althongh priding itself on the 
eentre board principle should have 
built the Defender on the Eug- 
lish plan, i.e. with fixed keel. 

Mr. ©. D. Rose, a Canadian-Ameri- 
ean sportsman, and highly respected 
on the English turf, then announced 
his intention of challenging, but it 
being represented to him that it would 
not be regarded in England as a pure- 
ly Fngiish chailenge, and would be 
considered to be a eencure on Lord 
Dunraven'’s conduct, he promptly 
withdrew his challenge. The last is 
Sir T. Lipton’s, who is probably chal- 
Jenginz as an advertisement for his 
tea, jam. ete, and who is obliged to 
met his challence backed by an Irish 
club, #8 no English one would do so, 
It is to be hoped that this will be the 
Jart of theo fareea which have been 
miscalled “International Yacht Races.”

THOUSANDS IN PERMITS. 
Mining in the Yuson is such. an un- 


is cautious about making investments 
in these “propositions.” Permits to 
take liquor into the Yukon offer a 
surer road to wealth, This is shown 
by an example given to the public 
through the Vancouver News-Adver- 
tiser a paper edited by the finance 
minister of British Columbia. The 
staiement is that a Toronto liquor 
firm obtained a permit to ship 5,000 
galions of spirits into the Yukon. 
This permit was sold to a Vancouver 
syndicate, which gave the Toronto 
houce $5 a gallon for the  privtlege 
of supplying the liquor, after paying 
the Toronto concern the full whole 
sale price for the goods. The liquor 
was sent north by the steamer Danube 
from Victoria on the 8th of Septem- 
ber.

Hugh John Macdonald is leading a 
magnificent local fight in Manitoba, 
which may destroy the Greenway gov- 
ernment before many months. The 
boodlers are disputing in Quebec. Mr. 
Blair’s bargain with the Grand Trunk 
has put in peril the winter port busi- 
ness of New Brunswick. A crisis is 
at hand in the British Columbia local 
government. In Prince Edward Is- 
land the Conservative opposition cap- 
tured from the local government the 
last seat vacated. One other seat is 
open and another would be if ex- 
Premier Peters, who has lived in 
British Columbia for two years, were 
not holaing it at the urgent request of 
his late colleagues, These conditions 
fill the minds of ministers and their 
supporters with forebodings, and it 
may be that they will decide to get 
the Dominion election through before 
affairs get any worse.

“ANING WITH GALICIANS 


The following glimpse of life 
among the Galician settlers in the 
Ednonton district in Interesting if 
not pleasant reading. 

Editor Strathcona Plaindealer: 


Sir: Having just returned from 4 
trip into one of the Galician tle- 
ments, it may interest your 
if I pen some of my experiences. 

Wile wway 1 had the novel ex- 
perience (1 could not call it “the 
pleasure”) of dining ameng the (all- 
clans. Being in the machinery buai- 
hess, I was called upon to start out 
and set un some binders. Arriving at 
the home of one of our customers 
about 11 a. m—a place where none 
of them couid speak Finglish—-I pro- 
ceeded to set up a binder, with two 
Galicians in attendance. Shortly after 
commencing work one of the family 
caught a chicken. This she brought 
to me, the neck of which I readily 
twisted, is I rightiy imagined it wa: 
to be my dinner. Throwgh time I 
became quite hungry, and not being 
summoned to eat,I roade a sign of 
vacancy under my vest, which they 
understood and metioned me into the 
shack, the interior of which it be- 
yond my powers of description to 
portray. There wae a sort of som- 
bination stove, bake oven and bed, 
built from clay. There was also an 
arch in it,with shelves answering th- 
purposes of a sideboard. I was of- 
fered a frying pan with water to use 
as a wash basin. It was the only 
frying pan I saw about the place. 
My dinner was placed on a box cov- 
ered with a coarse linen towel. . The 
whole chicken was placed before me, 
also potatoes, and tread—which ex- 
ceeded my most gs.aguine expecta- 
tions—a sort of Biscuit seemingly 
made from flour and water only; 
a plate’ of butter, which I sadly ne- 
glected, and a cup «f sugar. I had 
this table to myself, while the Gali- 
cians congregated arvund a pot of 
soup in another part of the shack. 
I was also furniened with a ‘beverage 
made from roasted barley. 

The day following I was not quite 
so lucky. I was in another part of th 
settiement, but still among a ‘people 
non-Englishspeaking. The house and 
furnishings were similar to those of 
the day previous. At noon I was 
motioned into the house, A tin mug 
filled with water was brought and 
one of the Galicians poured it on my 
hanas while I washed. They lacked | 
even the frying pan here. Inside, as | 
the day before, a box covered with 
a coarse linen cloth did service as 
a table. On the box was a dish of 
chicken, » plate of butter , of home 
manufacture’ a plate of sugar and 
one spoon. i sat on a bench placed 
by the box; mine host sat on my 


right and another Galician on my 
j left. A woman went to the bed, 
turned up the pillow, and from be- 


neath took a loaf of shady-looking 
bread, this being handed to the host. 
He took a pocket knife, the blade 
of which had a fair coating of tobac- 
co, and cut the loaf into halves, 
handing me one. IT cut with my own 
pocket knife two email pieces o 
bread and taking my knife ‘fished’ 
out some of the chicken’s breast and 
placed it between the pieces of bread. 
The chicken had been cooked without 
salt, and there was none in sight. 
A tin mug of barley coffee accom- 
panied this, and that constituted my 
dinner. As soon as I had demolished 
this the atmosphere became very 
odoriferous, I proceeded to the 
garden and got a turnip for dessert. 
First one Galician would take the 
knife and help himself to a mouth- 
ful from the soupdish and then pass 
it to his partner for his turn, It 
was a pleasant appetizing(?) sound 
they made when supping from the 
soup «dish, , Muddy.

THE PARIS EXPOSITION 


The following letter has been ad- 
dressed to the members of the North 
West Legislature by the deputy com- 
missioner of agriculture: 


Sir: An effort is being made by 
the Canadian commissioners for the 
Internationa! Exhibition at Paris, to 
obtain as large and representative an 
agricultural exhibit from the North 
West Territories as possible, and this 
department has been requested to take 
the necessary action to attain that 
object. I am now directed by the 
commissiorer to invite your co-op- 
eration and assistance in order that 
your district may be properly repre- 
zented and thus benefit by the un- 
equalled opportunity of advertising its 
capabilities and resources offered on 
this ocasion. } 

This department is arranging direct 
with agricultural societies to obtain 
the prize winning exhibits of bulk 
grain through the medium of special 
prizes, but it is desirable that, in ad- 
dition to this, specimens of grain in 
sheaf, as well as of native and culti- 
vated grasses, should be placed on ex- 
hibition. T am therefore to suggest, 
that you should arrange with the 
management and exhibitors at the fall 
shows in your constituency to obtain 
all prize winning exhibits of sheaf 
grain and grasses. To each sample 
should be tied a tag stating the name 
and residence of the person who rais- 
ed it, as well as information regarding 
the number of bushels of grain or 
tons of hay per acre yielded by the 
field from which it was obtained, 
This will be atached to the exhibit 
when finally placed so that each lo- 
cality will be duly credited with its 
produets. 

For your information I beg to quote 
the following from a memorandum on 
the subject, received from the director 
of the Dominion experimental farms: 

“It is also important that small 
sheaves of the best sorts of oats, 
wheat, barley and rye, should be 
saved for this exhibition. The grain 
in the sheaf can be most conveniently 
selected from the standing crop; it 
should be gathered before the grain is 
quite ripe, so as to prevent shedding 
fter itis dried. The samples chosen 
should have stiiaw of bright color and 
free from rust The sheaves should 
he neatly arranged, so as to display 
the heade to the best advantage, and 
the bundles made about a« large as 
the two hands can grasp, which would 


| he, say, #'x inches in diameter, When 
Irutoon the heare of the sheaves 
should be carefully covered with 


paper to protect them from injury 
Two or three sheaves of each sort of 
grain would be sufficient for the pur- 
noses © fthie exhibition, The corn, 
flax, buck wheat and timothy should 
also be collected in bunches, so as to 
show the cheracter of the straw and 
of the growth Samples of grass, 
such as red top, orchard grass, and 
any other cutivated varieties, would

THE TRANSVAAL CRISIS, 
The Causes Which Have Led 


up to the Anglo-indian 
Troubles. 


Conciscly Described by 
Writer in the Outlook. 


The following article from the 
current number of the Outlook gives 
‘clearly and shortly the causes which 
have led to the present crisis in the 
the Transvaal; 


Ever since the outrageous, though 
unauthorized, Jameson raid of Janu- 
ary 1, 1896, with its insufficient penal 
consequences to the ringleaders, the 
Boers have been justiy suspicious of 
the Brit The raid, indeed, elicit- 
ed unive sympathy for the Boers, 
It should not be forgotien, however, 
that their hands were hardiy im- 
maculate, In 1881 the Transvaal gov- 
ernment agreed with Ureat Britain 
(1) that no treaty into which it 
might enter wiin foreign states suould 
be valid unless it had received the 
approval of ti: British government. 
(2)that there «howli be a limit to 
the Transyvan right to deal with 
Natives: and (3) (hat the Boers 
should not e:croach on the bound- 
aries of their neighbors. Yet in that 
very y Sr a vaid was made by the 
Horta} Beto Bechuanaland, a move- 
ment ressed by Sir Charies War- 
ren atid his men. Unsuccessful in 
wes:, the HKoers turned to the east, 
invaded Zululand and actually an- 
nexed the best part of that country. 
The increasing numbers and import- 
ance of the British forces then kept 
the Boers wel! within their own 
borders, but the latter soon found a 


far more aggressive method of ag- 
gression.
